2. Citations and Explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Claims 1-20 lack an inventive step under PCX Article 33(3) as being obvious over French Patent 2,784,329 in view of Duebel. 

French Patent '329 suggested that those skilleii m the art of manufacturing jewelry would have known at the time the invention was 
made to attach the butterfly wing to a n-ansparent plastic layer with a suitable adhesive material which did not alter the wing. Those 
skilled in the ait of adhesives would have readily discerned that such an adhesive material would have included die use of epoxy 
resins to attach die whig to the substrate. The reference did not expressly cut out die portion of the sheet which extended beyond the 
wing, however one versed in the art would have readily appreciated that in manufacturing Jewelry (which is one of the decorative 
items which the Frendi Patent *329 can make) that the sheeting would have been removed from beyond the perimeter of die butterfly 
wing. Additionally, the reference did not expressly state that one skilled in the art would have incorporated plural overcoats of 
material on the wing in order to provide a lacquer finish upon the same. 

The reference to Duebel suggested that it was known at die time the invention was made to incorporate a lacquer as a coating over a 
butterfly wmg in order to preserve the wing, see the right column, lines 10-13. Note diat Duebel suggested diat the coating applied to 
die butterfly wing would have preserved the same and Militated its use m decorative articles, see the right column lines 16-20. It 
would have been obvious to one of ordinaiy skill, in die art to employ a lacquer coating over a butterfly in die manufacture of a piece 
of jeweliy as proposed by Duebel wherem die same was laminated to a sheet of transparem plastic material widi an adhesive as 
suggested by French Patent 2.784,329. 

Widi respect to die various dependent claims as well as the ordering of the layers, one skilled in die art would have been expected to 
determine the same through routine experimentation as a function of the desired decorative effects one wished to attain as well as the 
particular protections needed to preserve the butterfly wing. 

Claims 1-20 meet the criteria set out In PCT Article 33(4), and dius have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in industry.
